RAILROAD STATION
TO COST $55,000

Proposed Structure at White River Junc-
tion Will Have Passenger Subway
Under Tracks,

White River Junetion, Dec, 6.—Plans
have been approved by the Boston &|
Maine and the Central Vermont railroads
for i new station to be built here very
soon, In all probability the construetion
work will be commenced April 1,

This is good news to White River Junc- |
tion and will be very gratifying to the |
traveling publie; as since the old station
was burned, Nov, 8, 1011, the accommoda-
tions at this point have been very innde-
quate. A reconstructed bagguge room
has served as a waiting room for pas-
sengers, and the place is not only ecold
and unsanitary but extremely inconveni-
ent,

The plans as submitted call for a sta-
tion of brick or stone to cost approxi-
mitely $55,000, There will be & subway
directly under the present crossing for
the passenger traffic to and from the sta-
tion, thus doing away with the eight-
track crossing which has been & menuco
to the public for the last 65 years. An- |
other building is to be erected directly |
in front of the Cross Abbott compuny
store for baggage and express rooms lll:l!!
entrince to the subway. The train sheds
are to be widened, lengthened and cov-
ered, which will necégsitate several |
changes in the present track arrange-
ments,

The station here is owned two-thirds
by the Doston & Maine and one-third by |
the Central Vermont, and is the starting
point for the Connecticut & Passumpsie
division south, the Boston & Maine, Cen-
tral Vermont and Woodstock railroads,

With the new station the present l-nn‘|
gested condition of the train dispateher’s |
offices will be relieved, This is the larg-|
est relay point north of Boston with di-
rect wires to Boston, New York and
Montreal, It is the distributing pnirlt'
for the White mountains and the big-
gest disputehing station between Boston
and Montreal,
